How to Spray for Soale. 


H. A. Surface, economic zoologist, of 


Harrislurg, writes the Gazette, 
as he 


bus other newspapers In the county, that 
a series of public spraying demonstra- 
tions for the San Jo!w fecale will be giv- 
en in Backs and other counties of the 
Stuto in which the pest has been found. 
The department informs UB that there ie 
oo record of the scale occurring in the 
northeastern part of Bucks county. 
It is 


desirable that persons who suspect their 
trees to be infested notify the Harrisburg 
office, 
and enclose with their letters 


twigs supposed to bo infested for exacoi-' 
nation. 


The work of spraying will be carried 


out in the following manner. 


A meeting will 
beNarranged by 
the 


Department of Agriculture in some or- 
chard in the neighborhood where sach 
demonsttations are desired. 
On the day 


appointed an agent of the department 
will be preson\and will 
prepare and 


apply several of the most 
successful 


mixtures used in spraying for the San 
Jose Scale, explaining the method of ap- 
plication. 
While the spraying is being 


done the operator will call the attention 
of hi6 audience to those points of most 
importance in the work. 
At no place 


will a larga number of trees be treated, 
us the agent will spend only one day in 
each place, and the necessity of prepar- 
ing the Revorul spray mixtures will limit 
the time of application to a few hours. 
Thia work is designed to be educational 
rather than the actual work of destroy- 
ing the San Jose Scale in a given area or 
orchard, and it is hoped that with this 
instruction tho owners of trees will be 
able to continue to keep the scale in 
chock on their properties. After the act- 
ual work of spraying the agent will give a 
short talk on the insect pests and diseases 
of fruit trees with the methods of com- 
batting them. 


It in proposed to hold such meetings 


in all localities trom which applications 
are received, provided it be known that 
San Jose Scale.is present in that vicin- 
ity. 
The only condition 
necessary to 


secure such a demonstraction being: 


1. That the orchard in which the pro- 


posed demonstration is to be held be in- 
fested with San Jose Scale; II. That 
such orchard be easily accessible; III. 
That it contain at least 20 treea, not larg- 
er than a full 
fffcown peach tree; IV. 


That no demonstiation be held within 5 
miles of one previously scheduled; V. 
That some person ,in the commuunity 
actively co-operate with the agent 
in 


properly advertising these meetings; VI. 
That the owner of the orchard be willing 
that such meetings be held on his prem- 
ises, and take upon himself the obliga- 
tions stated in the enclosed circular. 


The reason that small trees are wanted 


is that the demonstrator, in order to 
travel Irom place to place, will of neces- 
sity carrv light apparatus, which will not 
be powerful enough, to reach the tops of 
the highest apple trees.

Ebenezer Suell, the grandfather of 


the poet William Culleu Bryant, Is de- 
scribed as va good type of the New 
England farmer, In whose nature Puri- 
tanism, with Its stern rigors of conduct 
and conscience, was overlaid with 
many of the amenities of Yankee hu- 
mor.
